Rubin Jailed 
For Contempt 


Had Walked Out 
During Trial 


CHICAGO (AP) — Jerry Rub­ 
in, one of the defendants in the 
Chicago riot conspiracy trial, 
has been jailed for walking out 
of court while the case was in 
progress. 


Judge Julius J. Hoffman re­ 
voked tile 30-year-old New York­ 
er’s bail when his absence was 
noted Wednesday. Rubin surren- 
dered to U.S. marshals later 
and was placed in the Cook 
County jail pending an appear­ 
ance before the judge today. 
One of Rubin’s lawyers, Wil­ 
liam M. Kunstler, said he had 
left court e«arly to catch a plane 
and meet a speaking engage­ 
ment at Rutgers University in 
New Brunswick, N.J. 
Rubin did not appear at Rut­ 
gers and said later he never left 
town. He added that he had not 
intended to show disrespect for 
the court. 
Abbie Hoffman, another de­ 
fendant in the trial, delivered 
the Rutgers speech. He had re­ 
mained in court until Wednes­ 
day's session ended. 
Rubin and sue fellow defend­ 
ants had been free on bail dur­ 
ing the trial of charges that they 
conspired to incite riots during 
the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention. 
An eighth defendant, Bobby 
G. Seale, chairman of the Black 
Panther party, has been or­ 
dered to stand trial separately. 
Judge hoffman made this de­ 
cision after sentencing Seale to 
four years in prison for con­ 
tempt of court. 
The contempt sentence has 
been stayed pending disposition 
of a Connecticut attempt to ex­ 
tradite

Wave Of Cold

A wave of wintry weather 
rolled across most of the east­ 
ern two-thirds of the nation to­ 
day, scattering snow from Mon­ 
tana to Michigan and toppling 
temperatures into the teens and 
20s in the Rockies and Plains.

Wind-blown snow reduced vi­ 
sibilities in northern mountain 
areas.

Jaffe said Wednesday the gov­ 
ernment has received a cheek 
for $11,011—hut someone else 
footed the bill, not Birns.

from the Service Check Co. of 
Akron after a prolonged court 
fight. The battle dates back to 
May, 
1961, 
when 
Birns 
pur- J 
chased $7,300 worth of money 
orders from Service Check. 
Cleveland 
police 
arrested 
Birns, confiscated the money 
orders and handed them over to 
federal agents. 
But when Birns was released 
after being questioned he or­ 
dered Service Check to stop 
payment. The firm then sent 
Birns his $7,300 and refused to 
honor the money orders when 
they were presented by the IRS. 
The government went to court 
and won a ruling from a federal 
judge that Service Check had 
no right to stop payment. The 
ruling was upheld in appeals, 
and Service Check had to pay 
the $7,300, plus $3,680 interest 
and $31 court costs.

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Reporter Hits 'Cozy World' 


Of Military-Industrial Units 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
militari-industrial complex was 
described here Tuesday night as 
a “cozy warld” of high-ranking 
Pentagon officers and a small 
number of top contractors with 
mutual self-interests. 
Bernard Nossiter, economic 
reporter for The Washington 
Post, said most of the biggest 
recipients of defense contracts 
depend almost entirely on Pen­ 
tagon business to survive 
In addition, Nossiter told the 
U.S. League of Women Voters’ 
conference on military spending 
and 
national 
security, 
these 
firms have become havens to 
which high-ranking Pentagon of­ 
ficers aspire when they retire. 
The Pentagon last fiscal year 
awarded $38.8 billion in con- 
tracts, Nossiter said, and the 
IO biggest recipients received 
$9.8 billion, or 25 per cent of 
the total. 


And most of these firms, he 
said, depend on the federal gov­ 


ernment for about 80 pier cent 
of their sales. 
The IO biggest contractors em­ 
ployed 1,065 high-ranking of­ 
ficers, colonels or higher, at 
last count, averaging more than 
IOO each, Nossiter said. 
As a result, he said, “we have 
left the market world and en­ 
tered a feudal arrangement. 
These are not contractors per­ 
forming under contract, they 
are royal licensees with status 
grants.” 
Until recently all of this has 
gone largely unchallenged, Nos­ 
siter said.

Reds Assure 
Bonn Over 
Atom Pact 


BONN (AP) — The Soviet Un­ 
ion has assured West Germany 
the treaty to halt the spread of 
nuclear weapons will not hinder 
peaceful nuclear research in 
countries that sign it, Foreign 
Minister Walter Scheel said. 
He said the Soviet assurance 
was contained in a written re­ 
sponse to Bonn’s request for a 
Soviet interpretation of a num­ 
ber of points in the document. 
Speaking during a Bundestag, 
or Parliament, debate on the 
treaty, Scheel said the Soviet 
Union assured Bonn also that a 
U.N. resolution in which nuclear 
states pledged not to use force 
against nonnuclear states ap­ 
plies to West Germany as well. 
West Germany is not a member 
of the United Nations and has 
no nuclear weapons. 
The debate was on the govern­ 
ment’s intention to sign the 
treaty and leave clarification of 
still outstanding points until rat­ 
ification. 
The opposition Christian Dem­ 
ocratic party said West Ger­ 
many should not sign the docu­ 
ment until all outstanding points 
are cleared up. 
Some Christian Democratic 
politicians have objected to the 
treaty, claiming it would cut off 
West Germany from the bene­ 
fits of nuclear research and en­ 
danger security.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio Supreme Court refused 
to hear Wednesday an appeal 
by Robert Lowther, convicted 
of first-degree murder in the 
June 1958 slaying of a wealthy 
Cleveland recluse. 
Lowther claimed his constitu­ 
tional rights were jeopardized 
when the trial court permitted 
into evidence the manner in 
which he commited four other 
burglaries. 
Lowther was 
convicted 
of 
beating to death Rudolph Kor- 
dis, 70, who lived in a rundown 
house filled with newspapers 
and magazines. Kordis’ estate 
was valued at $82,326. 
In other action, the Supreme 
Court reversed 
an 
appellate 
court decision and ruled in fav­ 
or of landowners in a 1967 high­ 
way appropriation case. 
The court said Hamilton Coun­ 
ty Common Pleas Court erred 
in failing to advise the jury that 


valuation of land depends on its 
general practical use and not 
what it could be worth for any 
particular use. 
The lower court awarded Nel­ 
lie R. and James B. O’Donell 
Jr. of Cincinnati $46,200 for 11.74 
acres they owned overlooking 
the Ohio River. 
The couple 
argued the land was woth more 
because its best use would be 
for high class residential devel­ 
opment. 
The Supreme Court decision 
means proceedings over the land 
must begin anew. 
The court also permanently 
disbarred 
Columbus 
attorney 
William D. Edwards for violat­ 
ing a suspension from practice 
order it handed down in 1967. 
The court’s Board of Commis­ 
sioners on Grievances and Dis­ 
cipline said Edwards had con­ 
tinued to practice since the sus­ 
pension. 


The court refused to hear an 1 
appeal by Leroy Gad Taylor of 
Lima, sentenced to 1-20 years 
in the Ohio Penitentiary for for­ 
gery. Taylor said he was arrest­ 
ed Feb. 27, 1967, without a war­ 
rant. 
Also denied a hearing was 
Zuker Zchenni, a farmer IBM 
operator for the city of Akron, 
who contended the city owed him 
$1,187 for non-compensated over­ 
time between December 1962 
and Aug. 20, 1966.

High Court 


Turns Down 
Jury Trial 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ Over 
tile dissent of its two senior Lib­ 
eral justices, the Supreme Court 
declined Wednesday to give juv­ 
eniles 
accused of man - sized 
crimes the right to a jury trial. 
The 6-2 action, announced in 
an unsigned opinion, dismissed 
the appeal of a Nebraska boy 
whose case once seemed to be 
the likely vehicle for this civil 
liberties extension. 
The court ducked, however, 
largely because hi:> case began 
two months before the Supreme 
Court decision that established 
jury trials as a constitutional 
right even for adults. 
Justices Hugo L. Black and 
William 0. Douglas, who for 
more than 30 years have been in 
the forefront of extending Bill of 
Rights protections to state de­ 
fendants, dissented sharply. 
“There is, as I see it, no con­ 
stitutionally sufficient reason to 
deprive 
the 
juvenile 
of this 
right,” Douglas said. 
Black, in a separate opinion, 
scored the court for giving cer­ 
tain constitutional rights only 
prospective application, thereby 
cutting off those citizens who 
were tried or accused of crime 
before the date of the high court 
decison.

'Fish - In Slated By Group 
To Block Off-Shore Drilling 


SANTA 
BARBARA, Calif, the Sun Oil Ca. plans to set up 
(AP) — A citizens group says it 
au eight-legged, 200-foot high 


steel drilling platform called 
will stage a "fisn-in” to block 
erection of the first drilling plat­ 
form off their slimes since an 
oil well blew out in the Pattie 
and blackened their beaches 
last January. 
The protest is being organized 
by a committee of 750 citizens 
under the banner of Get Oil Out 
(GOO). 
“ We’ll have at least 30 to 40 
boats and maybe a hundred ar a 
couple hundred'’ said Marvin 
Stuart, director of tile commit­ 
tee. “ We’ll have everything that 
can get out there and drop a 
fish hook.” 
Stuart said the boats would 
congregate on the sjkjI where 


“Hilihouse” in the Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel, where th e re al­ 
ready are 12 platforms. 
‘‘We’ll impede their progress 
in towing the platform to the ut­ 
most,” Stuart said. ‘‘They’re 
going to have ta drive us off the 
site to get the platform in.” 
Sun says it plans to tow the 
platform within the next few 
days to a spot one-half mile east 
of a similar platform operated 
by Union Oil Co., where the 
blow-out occurred Jan. 28. 
Oil from the Union well black­ 
ened 800 square miles of ocean, 
spilled onto 40 miles of beach 


and

Members of GOO, joined by 
the city and county, won a court 
order Monday placing a tempo 
rary ban on new exploratory 
wells and platforms. 
But the 
ban didn't affect 
“ Hilihouse,” approved by the 
Army Corps of Engineers before 
the court order was issued. 
“ Hilihouse” was built in Oak­ 
land and is on a barge there 
ready for towing to the channel.

American novelist Jam es Bald- 
w in has embarked on a new ca­ 
reer—directing plays—but he's 
no* sure whether Turkish audi­ 
ences will accept Ins first pro­ 
duction. 
“ It s an od ! endeavor," he 
says of his attempt to direct ac­ 
tors in a language he does not 
speak. Few disagree, but even 
fewer in istanbul doubt that he 
will make a success of his first 
production—John H e r b e r t s 
‘ Fortune and Mon s Eyes.” 
The choice of the play is al­ 
most as daring as Baldw in’s de­ 
cision to become a director in 
Turkey. 
Turkey's theater is not us so- 
phisticated as London’s or New 1 
York's, and the play deals w ith * 
the degrading impact of prison | 
life 
on 
i n m a tes .

includes 
scenes showing homosexual re­ 
lationships.
